Liz Danielsen is the new deputy-reeve of Algonquin 
Highlands township. 

Danielsen, who was elected as one of two councillors for 
Ward 2 in the township’s Nov. 29 byelection, was the only 
councillor to express interest in the position at the town- 
ship’s inaugural meeting on Dec. 14, where the new coun- 
cil was sworn in. 

Her experience with county council as a munici- 
pal reporter and her years as a councillor and municipal 
staffer in the Northwest Territories gave her the experience 
required for the position, she reasoned, and was given the 
support of the three other councillors. 

Reeve Carol Moffatt said the township has some serious 
challenges ahead, not the least of which is dealing with the 
controversial expansion project at the Stanhope Airport. 

Moffatt, who sat one term as a Ward 2 councillor, was the 
only member of the previous council to vote against the 
project. 

“These challenges will force us to jump in with both feet, 
today, in the deep end, in cold water,’ Moffatt said, add- 
ing that council would have its first regular meeting on the 
morning of Dec. 16. “These challenges, on the flipside, I 
think bring us an opportunity.” 

One of those opportunities, she said, is to build new 
vision for the township. 

“We have a chance to rebuild the fractured relationship 
the township has with its people,’ Moffatt said. 

Aware that many people have certain expectations of 
her as reeve, she said she had expectations of public dis-

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Extra line costs angler $1,000 


Man tried to hide line from officer, 
court hears 


A Sebright man was fined $1,000 for using an extra line 
while ice fishing. 

Clifford Giles pleaded guilty to using an extra line and 
then cutting his illegal line when an officer approached. 

The court heard that on Feb. 25, 2010, a conservation 
officer was on foot patrol conducting ice-fishing checks on 
Gull Lake south of Minden where Giles was fishing from 
his ice hut. Although Giles had only one line in the water at 
the time he was checked, the officer believed he had been 
illegally using a second line that had been cut by Giles just 
prior. Giles denied the use of a second line. Officers used 
an underwater camera and located a second line with a 
spreader attached and minnows still alive on the lake bot- 
tom directly below Giles’s ice hut. The line was recovered 
from the bottom of the lake. Both the line located on the 
bottom of the lake and a line attached to a tip-up found in 
Giles’s ice hut were examined forensically to help prove the 
case. 

Justice of the Peace Diane Jackson heard the case in the 
Ontario Court of Justice, Minden, on Dec. 2. 


$20,000 fine 
for removing aggregate 


An aggregate company has been fined $20,000 for remov- 
ing aggregate while under suspension. 

J&P Leveque Bros. Haulage Limited pleaded guilty to 
hauling material from an aggregate pit while the pit licence 
was under suspension. 

The court heard that between Nov. 23, 2009, and Feb. 
24, 2010, Ministry of Natural Resources conservation offic- 
ers and an aggregate officer from the Minden area deter- 
mined that on 10 separate days, material was hauled from 
a licensed aggregate pit while its licence was suspended. 
The pit was located south of Minden on Deep Bay Road. 
The pit was under suspension because a site plan had not 
been submitted for the site within the required time. J&P 
Leveque Bros. Haulage Limited was fined $2,000 for each 
day that material was removed from the site.

Archie Stouffer Elementary School 
teacher Karen Koehler will be travelling to 
Norway in March to compete at the Inter- 
national Federation of Sled Dog Sports 
world championships in skijoring. 

Skijoring is essentially a combination of 
dogsledding and Nordic skiing, where the 
skier wears a harness around her or his 
waist, attached to a team of dogs. 

Koehler recently became a member of 
the Canadian National Ski Team after gain- 
ing requisite performance points at three 
federation events in Markstay-Warren, 
Ont., Saguenay, Que. and Jackman, Maine. 

“I just made it,’ she said on Sunday as 
she got her dogs ready to do some training 
on the trails behind Twin Lakes Resort at 
Twelve Mile and Mountain lakes. 

She is one of six members of the national 
team going to the event in Norway. 

The Norwegian races are going to be 
longer than Koehler and her dogs, Tease 
and Finney, are accustomed to. 

“Tt’s more intense,’ she said. “The races 
are going to be twice to three times as long 
as what we have here.” 

While the races Koehler and her canines 
compete in in Canada and the U.S. are typ- 
ically six kilometres, she said the races in 
the two-dog skijoring class at the world 
championships are 12 kilometres long. 

The increased distances are sim- 
ply because Norwegians, generally, are 
stronger skiers than North Americans. 

The team will do two 12-kilometre races 
on two consecutive days. 

“Last year I just wanted [the dogs] to go 
short and fast,’ Koehler said, but explained 
this year she’s been training them with 
more endurance in mind. 

She will also be competing in the pulk 
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event, a pulk being a small sled pulled by 
the dog. 

For the first time this year, Koehler, Tease 
and Finney also competed in dry-land 
events, which in one instance involved 
bicycling with the dogs attached, and in 
another doing what is referred to as cani- 
cross, or canine cross-country running. 

They also competed in a “scooter” race, 
where Koehler rode on what she said was 
essentially a bicycle with no pedals. 

Koehler started cross-county skiing, clas- 
sic style, when she was three, began skate 
skiing when she was 18, but didn’t learn 
the proper technique until about four years

She began skijoring six years ago, when 
the event was incorporated into the local 
dogsled races. Her first teammate was her 
then-10-year-old Alaskan sled dog Robbie, 
who skijored until he was 14 and recently 
passed away at age 16. 

Then came Arctic, who, at 17, is now 
retired, but still cheers on the team from 
the sidelines. 

Tease is a six-year-old Alaskan sled 
dog/pointer hound mix who is a rejected 
sprinter because she would get scared eas- 
ily. 

Finney, an Alaskan sled dog, is five. 

“That’s a prime age for the dogs and 
that’s another reason why we're just like, 
you know, let’s go, we qualified,” Koehler 
said. 

There had been some trepidation about 
having the dogs travel in an airplane. 

On her own, Koehler’s average skiing 
speed is between 12 and 14 kilometres an

hour. As a team, she, Tease and Finney 
travel at about 23 kilometres an hour, with 
a top speed of around 40 kilometres an 
hour, and complete a six-kilometre race in 
about 14 minutes. 

The other member of the team is Koeh- 
ler’s husband Rob, who will also be making 
the trip to Norway. 

“Our race weekends are our special time 
together,’ she said. “I am extremely grateful 
for his support.” 

Koehler is having a fundraiser for her trip 
to Norway at Archie Stouffer Elementary 
School at 5 p.m. on Jan. 9, that includes a 
potluck, silent auction, slide 
presentation and a chance 
to meet Koehler and her 
dogs. The cost is $10 per 
person. 

Beforehand, beginning at 
3:30 p.m., there will also be 
sled rides and Koehler will 
put on a skijoring demon- 
stration. 

In the meantime, Tease 
and Finney will continue to 
train hard. Koehler is grate- 
ful the ski trail behind Twin 
Lakes Resort permits dogs, 
since it is the only one she 
knows of in the county that 
does. 

While she has been to 
Europe before, she has never 
been to Scandinavia.

Minden Hills will not be getting into the 
solar power business, at least not any time 
soon. 

At a Dec. 9 council meeting, council- 
lors voted unanimously against explor- 
ing offers from two companies, both wish- 
ing to install solar panels on the roof of the 
Minden Curling Club and the S.G. Nesbitt 
Memorial Arena. 

Representatives from Seedorf Power Cor- 
poration and Blue Power Energy Corpora- 
tion each made pitches to councillors for 
very similar projects. 

Jamie Stephens of Seedorf told council- 
lors his company wanted to install about 
18,000 square feet of solar panels on the 
south-facing side of the area’s roof and on 
the roof of the curling club. 

These panels would be capable of pro- 
ducing 230,000 kilowatt hours of electricity 
per year, Stephens said, which would have 
been fed back into the province’s power 
grid. 
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in solar too risky, council says 


The province currently pays 71 cents per 
kilowatt of electricity to producers. The 
company would have been willing to pay 
the township three per cent of its revenues, 
or an estimated $4,900 a year, for the lease 
on the roofs. 

Bill Jordon of Blue Power suggested his 
company would work towards establishing 
a similar sort of agreement. 

It was the recommendation of com- 
munity services director Rick Cox that the 
township proceed with requests for pro- 
posals on a solar project. Cox noted that an 
outside engineer would have to be hired to 
the tune of $10,000 to $15,000 to evaluate 
the proposals. 

Putting up that unbudgeted cash was too 
much for councillors to swallow. 

“IT don’t think anyone is anti-green,” said 
Reeve Barb Reid, but added that the town- 
ship simply didn’t have the unbudgeted 
money to pay for the engineering costs. 
“The other concern I have is political risk.” 

Anticipating a change of provincial gov- 
ernment with the 2011 election, Reid said 
it was unclear what would happen to the 
province’s feed-in tariff program. 


Riverwalk to be 
complete this spring

The final phase of Minden’s Riverwalk 
project is scheduled to get underway next 
month. 

In January, the township will begin con- 
struction on a boardwalk that will traverse 
the marshy area between Invergordon Ave- 
nue and the Minden Hills Cultural Centre, 
connecting the centre to the walking path 
surrounding the Gull River in the village’s 
downtown. 

Minden Hills Deputy-reeve Cheryl Mur- 
doch, who sits on the Riverwalk commit- 
tee, said work would begin with contractors 
drilling test holes to gauge the stability of 
the ground in the marshy area. 

“T have a feeling when we start building 
the boardwalk we may get into more than 
we think we’re going to be into,” Murdoch 
told her colleagues, joking the first step 
would be finding the bottom of the marsh. 

She hopes the boardwalk will be com- 
pleted by early spring. 

Councillor Lisa Schell wanted to know 
if council would be given an update if the 
drilling of the test holes revealed any prob- 
lems. 

Murdoch said this would be the case. 


“If it’s going to be three times the price, 
then there’s going to be a problem,” she 
said. 

A sum of $405,000 plus a 10 per cent 
contingency has been budgeted and the 
work has been tendered for just more than 
$393,000. 

Murdoch was glad the township would 
have a bit of extra money to use should the 
boardwalk go over budget. 

So far, some of the project’s components 
have come in under budget. The sidewalk 
reconstruction completed in the fall was 
done for less than $155,000 while $185,000 
had been budgeted. 

The walking bridge near the Clergy 
House, completed early this year, cost 
$122,000, while $180,000 had been budg- 
eted. 

That amount includes landscaping that 
was done in the area of the bridge. 

A $30,000 investment in the cultural cen- 
tre was increased to more than $36,000, 
plus HST. 

Two thirds of the costs for the Riverwalk 
project, which altogether totals more than 
$1 million, is covered by the provincial 
and federal governments through stimulus 
funding. 

The boardwalk is the last component for 
which stimulus funding was approved.

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Doctor shortage draws 


French broadcaster's attention

A news crew from French-lan- 
guage CBC television was in Halibur- 
ton County last week asking questions 
about the area’s doctor shortage. 

Haliburton Highlands Health Serv- 
ices CEO Paul Rosebush, Cheryl 
Kennedy of the Haliburton Family 
Medical Centre, Minden Hills Reeve 
Barb Reid and Minden’s Dr. Bennett 
Wu were interviewed by the crew, who 
were looking not just at rural physician 
shortages in Ontario, but also the possi- 
bility of recruiting foreign-trained doc- 
tors to help solve the problem. 

“I said foreign-trained doctors are 
one solution, providing they can be 
certified in our province,’ Rosebush 
said. 

He said the crew was also interested 
in Minden’s emergency room volumes 
and how some people are forced to 
use the ER as a source of primary care 
because of the shortage of family phy- 
sicians. 

Wu is Minden’s sole practitioner, 
Kinmount has two doctors and 10 phy- 
sicians are based in Haliburton Village. 


Rosebush has been talking about the 
local doctor shortage a lot lately, having 
made a presentation to county council 
last month. 

“Tt sort of follows up on the conversa- 
tion we had with the county,” he said. 

“It was very informal,’ Kennedy said 
of her time with the crew, to whom she 
gave a tour of the Haliburton Family 
Medical Centre, including the office 
that is already set up for a doctor to 
move into. 

Kennedy was asked why the efforts 
of the county’s medical professionals 
recruitment committee had thus far 
proved ineffective. 

“We're not just recruiting the physi- 
cian, we’re recruiting the family,” she 
said, explaining that the last couples 
who visited the area had included a 
spouse who was a teacher and the lack 
of local teaching jobs had sent them 
looking elsewhere. 

Reid said Minden Hills is receptive to 
having foreign-trained doctors. 

“We would welcome a doctor from 
anywhere,” she said, so long as the 
doctor met the province’s certification 
standards. 

Reid pointed out that some Cana- 
dians get foreign medical training, 


explaining that a young man she knows is study- 
ing medicine in Europe after he couldn’t get into a 
medical school here. 

The Central East Local Health Integration Net- 
work, of which the county is a part, has the third- 
worst doctor-patient ratio of Ontario’s 14 LHINs. 

While in Toronto the average doctor has 750 
patients, here the figure is twice that. 

“The Haliburton area is the second-worst in 
Ontario in terms of family doctor shortage accord- 
ing to the [health] ministry,’ said CBC reporter

Louis Lessard, explaining why he’d chosen to 
come to this area for his story. “I just wanted peo- 
ple’s perspectives on foreign doctor recruitment.” 

Reid said it was her understanding that the 
interviews will be aired in three episodes as part 
of a series. 

Not fluent in French, the interviewees assumed 
they would be translated either by subtitles or voi- 
ceovers. 

Lessard said the interviews should air in Janu- 


ary.

The number of Ontario Works recipi- 
ents is up again this year in Haliburton 
County with 6.5 per cent more cases in 
November, 2010, than November, 2009. 

Supporting 438 individuals (through 
263 OW cases), the need for social assist- 
ance payments has continued to rise even 
after the recession was declared over by 
economists. 


A single person on OW can 
receive a maximum of $591 
a month, of which just more 
than $360 is supposed 

to cover shelter including 
utilities. 

A couple gets a maximum of 
$1,020. 


“From social assistance in general - 
from Ontario Works to the previous gen- 
eral welfare - [the provincial government] 
identified there’s a general two-year lag 
time for social assistance caseloads to 
show significant recovery following the 
end of a recession,” said Rod Sutherland, 
manager of social services for Haliburton 
and the City of Kawartha Lakes. 

Statistics Canada recently released the 
unemployment rate for Central Ontario, 
revealing that the county’s figures have 
yet to approach pre-recession levels. 

Central Ontario had an unemployment 
rate of nine per cent in November - down 
from 9.3 per cent in October, but a long 
way from the area’s 2008 jobless rate of 
about 6.5 per cent. 

The provincial unemployment average 
now sits at 8.2 per cent. 

While the numbers do look grim, Suth- 
erland points out that the rate caseloads 
are increasing is slowing down. 


“You can tell in terms of the cases, the 
level and the increases that we saw... 
in 2008 and 2009, it’s definitely slowed 
down, we’re not getting as much volume,” 
he said. 

Between 2008 and 2009, Sutherland 
watched his office’s caseload expand by 
31 per cent. 

And although the post-recession bleed 
has slowed, the need is still as strong as 
ever, with government assistance pay- 
ments barely covering the necessities of 
life. 

A single person on OW can receive a 
maximum of $591 a month, of which just 
more than $360 is supposed to cover shel- 
ter including utilities. 

A couple gets a maximum of $1,020. 

Those numbers reflect a one-per-cent 
increase in assistance rates the govern- 
ment instituted this month. 

“Even for a couple, the maximum shel- 
ter component is $572 - and that includes 
all utilities as well. For two people to find 
a place for that is probably next to impos- 
sible short of some very small places or 
rooming house situations,” Sutherland 
said. 

Many of those who come to the social 
assistance offices end up using food 
banks and community supports to sup- 
plement payments that could never meet 
the real need they face. 

“Most people, like a single person, [on 
OW] is drawing considerably from what 
they get for food and clothing each month 
just to pay for shelter. 

“Which means that they have very lit- 
tle to live on in terms of other money and 
that’s where you get the use of the food 
banks and drawing on food banks and 
service clubs, other social service agen- 
cies for help. 

“It really is very difficult to survive on 
that kind of money,” he said. 

Haliburton’s 4Cs and Minden’s food 
bank have both confirmed that need is up 
already, heading into the notoriously slow 
winter season. 

“This is the worst year I have ever seen,’ 
chairwoman of the Minden food bank, 
Barbara Walford-Davis told the Minden 
Times in an article published earlier this 
month. 

She has been heading the organization 
for 17 years.

“The program is focused on the human 
need,” said Gena Robertson, executive 
director of SIRCH. 

“And the local need,” said Wendy 
Ladurantaye, assistant executive director of 
SIRCH. 

“Tt doesn’t have to be a huge donation, 
if 50 people give $5 all of a sudden that 
becomes significant,” said Ladurantaye. 
“Little dollars can mean big dollars.” 

Ladurantaye believes the program is just 
another example of the communities con- 
tinuing effort of working together.

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Threebrooks moves ahead

Minden Hills council voted to approve 
zoning and official plan changes for 
South Lake’s Threebrooks Estates devel- 
opment at its Dec. 9 meeting. 

While the 12-home development had 
originally been built as a time-share cot- 
tage destination, the developer, Ballantry 
Homes, approached council earlier this 
year to change zoning to shoreline resi- 
dential so that the units might be sold to 
individual, full-time owners. 

Frontages for the Threebrooks prop- 
erties are about 20 metres, as permitted 
under fractional ownership, but required 
frontages for single-owner detached 
dwellings is 60 metres in the township’s 
official plan. 

This was a concern raised by Coun- 
cillor-at-large Larry Clarke, who was 
the only councillor to vote against the 
changes. 

In a letter to the township, one neigh- 
bour claimed that some of the homes 


already had residents and suggested 
the developer leave the remaining piece 
of the property with some 80 metres of 
shoreline untouched. 

The township’s planning consultant, 
Heather Sadler, said the developer’s 
intent was for the homes to be used as 
“seasonal” homes only, but noted there 
was no way for the township to police 
that. 

Being zoned as a condominium devel- 
opment means the township can enter 
into an agreement with the developer on 
the development’s water system, which, 
said Reeve Barb Reid, would allow the 
township to avoid another situation like 
it saw with Lutterworth Pines, where the 
province forced the township to take over 
what had been a private water system. 

“It does some very good things for 
the municipality,” Reid said. “It gives us 
much more control over that.’ 

The reeve said that having full-time res- 
idents also means those people are more 
likely to take better care of their proper- 
ties and be better lake stewards.

Polish your binoculars, fill up your feed- 
ers and circle Saturday, Dec. 18 on your cal- 
endar. Then join in the fun of recording what 
birds are wintering in your neighbourhood. 
The Christmas Bird Count circle is a standard 
15 miles across, extending from Kinmount and 
Moore Falls in the south to Mountain Lake in 
the north, from Bob Lake in the west to Loch- 
lin and Irondale in the east. Set in 1967, when 
the first count was held in Haliburton County, 
the circle was carefully located to include as 
much open water as possible, large lakes such 
as Gull and the southwest end of Kashagawig- 
amog, and fast-flowing portions of the Burnt 
and Gull River systems. This has proved to be 
a wise decision. Over the 43 years a total of 30 
species associated with open water have been 
spotted, including 16 kinds of ducks, two spe- 
cies of loons, three grebe species, three kinds 
of gulls, as well as double-crested cormorant, 
great blue heron, American coot, bald eagle, 
Canada goose and belted kingfisher. 

There are several dozen similar counts held 
in Ontario between Dec. 14 and Jan. 5 each 
year, with many hundreds more across North 
America. Some are even held in Central and 
South America and beyond. Canadian counts 
are coordinated by Bird Studies Canada. 
The results of all counts are compiled by the 
National Audubon Society. Information from 
all counts back to the year 1900 is available on 
their website. 

Closest counts to Haliburton County include 
Bancroft to the east, Fenelon Falls/Coboconk 
to the south, Bracebridge to the west and Algo- 
nquin Park to the north.

After last year’s lack of wild food, it was 
hoped that this year would produce a bet- 
ter crop of cones and seeds to attract winter 
finches. Unfortunately that didn’t happen. 

A good crop of acorns has prompted more 
blue jays to hang around, and passing flocks 
of Bohemian waxwings have taken advantage 
of fruit on flowering crab and winterberry. 
Evening grosbeaks showed up early this year, 
along with a few pine grosbeaks, but num- 
bers are low. Purple finches have all but dis- 
appeared, and pine siskin numbers are drop- 
ping rapidly as thousands leave the province 
in search of better cone crops. Goldfinches still 
remain at feeders providing niger seed. They 
may be joined later by redpolls moving south 
from the high arctic. 

The most exciting possibilities this year 


would seem to be lingering or exotic species 
visiting feeders well stocked with sunflower 
seeds, white millet and suet. A relatively mild 
fall encourages birds that would normally 
have gone south by now to linger until their 
migratory urges have passed. Look for white- 
throated and song sparrows under your feed- 
ers at dawn and dusk Gray jays and boreal 
chickadees have wandered well beyond their 
normal haunts. Look and listen for chickadees 
with brown caps and buzzy voices. 

Most exciting of all are species moving way 
beyond their normal range. A Carolina wren 
visiting a feeder in Haliburton is a pioneer in 
the northward range extension by this largest 
of our wren species. The unusual number of 
red-bellied woodpeckers spotted across south- 
ern Ontario this fall is part of a similar trend. 


On the other hand, the painted bunting that 
showed up recently at a feeder on Gull Lake 
was totally unexpected. This is undoubtedly 
the first record for Haliburton County. Their 
normal range is extreme southern United 
States and southward. How this individual, 
and at least one other currently visiting feed- 
ers in Ontario, got here, is a matter of excited 
speculation. 

So stock your feeders, hang up those suet 
balls and be ready for exciting visitors to your 
yard. Even if nothing exotic shows up, the 
information you can provide about more com- 
mon species such as nuthatches and wood- 
peckers is invaluable in tracking population 
fluctuations that indicate the overall health of 
our feathered neighbours.

that is firm to the touch, but still soft underneath. Deep frost- 
bite is present when the skin is white and waxy, but is progres- 
sively turning blue or grey. The skin will be cold and hard to the 
touch, and is completely numb as the condition progresses. 

Frostbite can be avoided by taking some of the following 
precautions: 


e Avoid going outside in extreme cold unprotected. 

e Protect vulnerable areas such as the ears, hands, feet, face 
and neck. 

e Take breaks by going inside and getting warm again before 
continuing with outdoor activities.

How to Avoid Hypothermia: 

If a person’s core body temperature drops by more than just 
two degrees, the body tissue cannot function properly. 

There are five ways the body loses temperature: radiation, 
conduction, breathing, evaporation and convection. There are 
very simple ways to prevent heat loss, including: 

e Wear a hat and gloves. These will help prevent radiant heat 
loss. 

e Don’t sit on cold surfaces for long. Contact with cold sur- 
faces removes heat through conduction. 

e Avoid losing energy through breathing by wearing a scarf 
or a “ski tube’: 

e Cover up. Heat is rapidly lost off exposed skin. 

e Put on a windproof shell to stop loss of heat by convection. 

One of the most dangerous types of hypothermia is immer- 
sion or acute hypothermia, which occurs when a person is in 
cold water, St. John officials stated in a press release. 

A person loses heat 25-30 times faster in water than in air of 
the same temperature. 

Make sure to learn the Heat Escape Lessening Position 
(HELP) and should someone fall in the water, expect hypother- 
mia right away. 

Tell the casualty to not take off any clothing, as clothing helps 
keep the heat in, and make sure the casualty moves as little as 
possible. Moving can cause heat loss through convection. 

How to Avoid Frostbite: 

‘There are two types of frostbite: superficial and deep. 

Superficial frostbite is recognized by white, waxy looking skin

In August, Canadians were given a sober 
reminder that our country is not immune from 
organized criminal groups intent on making a 
profit from human smuggling. 

The illegal arrival of the vessel MV Sun-Sea 
came less than one year after the illegal arrival 
the Ocean Lady. 

The fact that these two vessels reached our 
shores in less than 12 months clearly demon- 
strates that human smuggling networks are tar-

geting Canada as a destination and 
that they believe our generous immi- 
gration system can be exploited for 
profit. 

I think everybody can agree that 
human smuggling is a despicable 
crime that recklessly endangers lives. 
In fact, abusing Canada’s generosity 
for criminal financial gain is utterly 
unacceptable. 

As we all know, Canada welcomes 
— and will continue to welcome — 
those who wait their turn to come to 
Canada in search of a better life. 

But our Government has clearly 
stated that we cannot tolerate the 
abuse of our immigration system 
— either by human smugglers or by 
those who are unwilling to play by the 
rules. 

And that is why our government 
introduced the Preventing Human 
Smugglers from Abusing Canada’s 
Immigration System Act on Oct. 21.

In my opinion, had they 
not agreed with parts of C-49, they 
should have voted in favour of the bill, 
which would have sent it to the all- 
party committee where changes could 
have been made to what they felt were 
shortfalls in the original draft. 

Despite this regrettable delay, it is 
my hope that the government comes 
back in the very near future with a 
revised plan that will receive the sup- 
port of at least one of the opposition 
parties.

But it 
did impress upon me and everyone I 
spoke with the importance of under- 
standing the symptoms and undergo- 
ing the risk assessments for prostate 
cancer.

We all try to save fuel wherever we can but the problem 
comes in when we are in a bit ofa hurry, or we are focused 
on enjoying a spirited drive, not saving fuel. Basically, our 
driving habits - with respect to fuel economy - are based 
on whether we happen to be thinking about saving fuel at 
the time or not. 

More often than not, we aren’t thinking about it and 
therefore we don’t save as much fuel as we should be able 
to. 

So, if we had a car that constantly “thought” about sav- 
ing fuel, or helping us to save fuel, that would be a good 
thing as it would be on all the time, regardless of whether 
we were in fuel saving mode or not. 

Recently, I had a chance to experience the Infiniti M37 
which has Infiniti’s eco-pedal system. 

Now, it really is a simple system that works brilliantly. 
What happens is if you select “eco” mode on the centre- 
console, the throttle pedal instantly becomes much harder 
to press. There is a push-back system 
on the pedal, which immediately 
makes you think about just how hard 
you are pushing the pedal down. 

The pedal itself can be set to three 
different settings - full, soft and off. 
This setting regulates how hard the 
pedal pushes back. 

How it works is that the compu- 
ter system has programming that 
realizes the ideal amount of throttle 
required to pull away from a stop or 
to accelerate at any time. 

This programming matches per- 
formance against fuel economy. So, 
what happens is that as you push 
the throttle pedal, the position of the 
throttle pedal is measured against 
that programming. 

As you reach the outer limits of 
the program, the pedal becomes 
harder to press, thus resulting in 
your staying more in the “eco” end 
of the scale, rather than the perform-

For instance, if you have it in eco mode, and you pull away 
from a stop and notice maybe you didn’t have as much 
room as you thought, and a car is gaining on you quick, you 
can stand on the pedal and you'll have all the performance 
you will need to make a quick get-away. 

The system works very well, and I was impressed with 
the amount of L/100km improvements I saw while using 
the system.

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U-Links to hire new 
Staff member after 
receiving Trillium 
grant 


The county’s centre for community-based research has 
received funding to add another member to its team. 

U-Links announced Tuesday that it was successful in 
receiving money from the Ontario Trillium Foundation, 
which will “increase our capacity to support community- 
based research that is outside the student realm and also 
help us work towards a more sustainable future,” a press 
release from the organization reads. 

The funding will be spread over three years with gradu- 
ally declining amounts, allowing the organization to find 
other sources of income. 

“This will enable U-Links to get involved in projects that 
are multi-year initiatives, help you work on funding pro- 
posals that will result in joint projects in the future, increase 
the faculty involvement in our area and likely many other 
ideas you can help us identify,’ the release reads. 

The new staff member - who has yet to be hired - will 
be providing research and project management support 
to U-Links projects; consulting with community groups; 
assisting in funding applications; supporting students; and 
developing a fee-for-service program.
